FOR EARLY FLOWERING put 


tubers during February and March in a 








warm place in open trays at a tempera- 
ture of 60 to 65 degrees. Moisten slightly 
once in a while until they come to life. 
As they begin sprouting, plant in flats in 
a mixture of peat and sand, leaf mold 
and sand, or peat alone, all of which are 
good media for developing a root system. 
Plant three to four inches apart one- 


half inch below the surface. Keep uni- 
formly moist but not too wet, at a tempera- 
ture as above and well lighted, until three 
or four inches of growth develop. Then, 
if all danger of frost is past they may be 
planted outdoors in a permanent location, 
or potted. The front of the plant is always 
where the tips of the leaves are pointing. 
Often if dormant tubers are planted in open 
ground, especially if it is too cold or wet, 
they may rot in the ground, or the plants 
will be facing in haphazard ways. Started 
first in flats, they will develop a splendid 
root system which is necessary for the 
forming of fine specimen plants. 


TRANSPLANTING into open ground or 
pots should be done before the plants get 
too large and crowded, being careful not to 
disturb the root system more than neces- 
sary. Any light soil with a lot of humus 
will grow good Begonias; heavy soils 
should have a liberal application of well 
rotted manure, leaf mold or sand thor- 
oughly mixed. Very light soil will benefit 
with an application of peat, leaf mold or 
well rotted manure. A lighter soil should 
be used in pots than when planted out 
doors. A shady spot should be selected 
outdoors, such as under trees or the north 
side of a building where the direct sunlight 
cannot reach them. 


FEEDING — For well-grown specimens 
additional feeding will be required, fish or 
cottonseed meals, both give fine results. 
Mix these with the soil that goes into the 
lower half of the pots, about a tablespoon- 
ful for a six-inch pot. For outdoor plant-

ing a tablespoonful mixed with the soi! 
in the lower half of the planting hole for 
small plants, additional for larger plants. 


lf the fertilizer comes in contact 
with the stem or leaves it may 
eause a mold to develop which will 
eventually destroy the plant. 


WATERING— After transplant- 
ing, gentle overhead watering is 
best until plants are well estabh- 
lished. Too heavy watering during 
the young stage may pack the soil, 
thereby causing it to go sour. 
Later, when the plants are in full 
growth, they will require a steady 
supply of moisture as the root SyS- 
tem is shallow and any drying out 
will give a setback to normal 
development. 


DIGGING AND STORAGE—In 
autumn, when the foliage turns 
yellow, withdraw the water grad- 
ually and when all growth dies 
down entirely, take out. wash off 
all soil, taking care not to bruise 
the tubers, dry in sunlight for a 
day or two until thoroughly dry; 
then store in open flats in cool, 
dry place. See that all particles of 
the old stem are removed until 
healthy tissue shows; otherwise, if , h6U; ee. 
left on, they will decay and destroy . “ egy Oe 
the tuber.

GLADIOLUS CULTURE 


Gladiolus may be planted any time from early spring to June; planting at intervals 
will prolong the blooming season. 


KIND OF SOIL—Any good garden soil is satisfactory but must be well drained. 
Plant 5 to 6 inches deep. 


FERTILIZING—If commerciai fertilizer is used it should be well mixed with the 
soil. If manure is used it should not come in contact with the bulb. A light top dress- 
ing of fish meal tankage or sheep guano will be very beneficial when the flower buds 
begin to show. 


WHEN CUTTING flowers, always leave at least four leaves on the plant to mature 
the bulb. 





DIGGING may be done any time from a month to six weeks after blooming, longer 
if they were planted early. Should foliage begin to turn brown, dig at once. Cut 
the tops close to the bulb and dry in any partial sunny place for a few days. Burn all 
tops immediately after digging. Then store for two or three weeks in a dry place until 
the old bulb and roots can be easily removed. The husks should be left on the bulb 
for added protection. 


STORAGE—Store for the winter in frost-proof, cool, dry place, preferably at a 
temperature as near 45 to 50 degrees as possible. 


TREATMENT OF BULBS IN STORAGE—Before the final winter storage, bulbs 
should be treated to insure their being free of thrips at planting time. For the aver- 
age amateur grower the most satisfactory way to kill thrips on the bulbs in storage 
is with napthalene flakes. Use the refined flakes, not the crude napthalene such as 
is used for soil fumigation. Sprinkle the flakes through the bulbs at the rate of about 
one ounce to each 200 large bulbs. If in boxes or crates cover with a paper or cloth 
to confine the fumes, or if treated in paper bags, just fold over the top of the bag. 
Do not treat bulbs in metal cans and do not treat bulbs that are damp. If bulbs have 
sprouted, place napthalene so that it does not come in actual contact «with the bulbs. 
Moisture in combination with the napthalene will cause a certain amount of damage 
to the bulbs. The fumes will kill all live thrips and if the bulbs are kept in a warm 
place during this treatment of about 70 degrees the eggs will hatch out and the young 
thrips will then be killed. Bulbs must be kept in a warm place during this treatment. 
This treatment can be given any time during the winter, but preferably early. Leave 
the flakes in the bulbs for about four weeks, then shake out the remaining flakes, air 
the bulbs and store for the winter. 


TREATMENT OF BULBS AT PLANTING TIME—To make doubly sure that no 
eggs have survived the winter and to help eliminate disease from your bulbs, we rec- 
ommend that all the bulbs you plant—no matter from what source obtained—be 
treated at planting time as follows: LYSOL—1 pint to 25 gallons of water or 3% 
tablespoonfuls Lysol to 3 gallons of water; soak 3 hours. This is the most satisfactory 
dip for the home gardener to use, gives 100% kill on thrips and controls scab. Cor- 
rosive sublimate was the recommended dip for years but Lysol is easier to use, requires 
a shorter soak and is less detrimetnal to the bulbs. 


SPRAYING GROWING PLANTS—If thrips are prevalent in your community and 
some of your neighbors may not have treated their bulbs, it will be wise to start spray- 
ing your plants when they are about six to eight inches high, using the following 
formula:

TIGRIDIA CULTURE 


Tigridias require a cool, moist spot in the garden. They may be grown 
in almost any section of the United States, in any good garden soil. 
They require an abundance of moisture but must have good drainage. 
Plant bulbs four to six inches deep after ground becomes warm in the 
spring. In mild climates they may be left in the ground all winter but 
this is not recommended as they are a tasty morsel for moles, mice, 
etc. It is safer to dig them in the fall and bury them deeply in a box 
of damp sand or peat moss, dividing the bulbs at planting time the follow- 
ing spring. A storage temperature of 40 to 50 degrees is recommended. 


While the individual bloom lasts but one day, the blooms continue to 
come; a top size bulb producing from nine to fifteen blooms under favor- 
able conditions, a new one appearing every second or third day. 


In hot, dry areas they are best planted in partial shade while in cool 
sections, such as the Northwest, they are best planted in full sunlight. 
When used as cut flowers the stalks shouid be cut the evening before 
blooming. If they are allowed to remain in water new blooms will appear 
at intervals of two or three days. 
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RANUNCULUS 


Half hardy in northern climates, should be planted as 
early aS possible in spring. May be started in a cool place, 
in pots, later to be set out when danger of freezing is over. 
Early February planting is recommended in climates where 
there is some light freezes. Where there is no danger of freez- 
ing, planting is best done in late fall. Plant 2 inches deep, 
about 4 inches apart, being sure to plant the bulbs with 
the “‘claws’’ downward. Moisture should not fail during the 
growing season.
